P"^"^. f " earlier national, regional or international application is claimed, the applicant must submit a copy 
of the said earlier application, certified by the authority with which it was filed ("the priority document") to the receiving Office 
(which wHI transmit it to the International Bureau) or directly to the Intemational Bureau, before the expiration of 1 6 months from 
he pnority date, provided that any such priority document may still be submitted to the Intemational Bureau before that date of 
international publication of the intemational application, in which case tiiat document will be considered to have been received 
by the International Bureau on the last day of the 1 6-month time limit (Rule 1 7.1 (a)). 

Where the priority document is issued by the receh/ing Office, the applicant may. instead of submitting the priority 
docurnent requestthe receiving Office to prepare and transmit the priority document to the Intemational Bureau.
